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The following discussion of the judgment is presented as an unofficial opinion by a member of the jury 
especially delegated for this purpose. Although the Committee on Education hopes that this informal dis- 
cussion will prove of value to the students, it cannot be interpreted as the collective opinion of the jury. 


CLASS “B” IV PROJET 


“A FRONTIER AIR STATION” 


On this particular projet, the Jury, on its first examination seemed to see a technical problem, perhaps 
too much so for many beginners in the study of the plan. It was largely a study of proper circulation for the 
incoming and outgoing passengers. The elements were made up of a large waiting-room, well located to 
command a view of the flying field and such minor elements which would naturally be in close proximity to 
the circulation of incoming and outgoing passengers and others which would naturally be segregated from 
these circulations, according to the service which they rendered. 


On further acquaintance through the preliminary judgment, there were a few that stood out with some 
degree of merit, but there were many that had little expression of the main idea of the plan. In many in- 
stances too little attention had been given to the building’s appearance from all angles, as the isometrics plainly 
showed. It should be early understood by the student that these projets call for a three dimensioned object and 
not a picture only. As the student becomes more advanced, he will realize that these three dimensions can 
well be thought out in the plans and so indicated, but for the present, rough studies of all elevations and sec- 
tions, although not demanded by the program, would help him in determining the proper indications of the 
plan. 


The Jury noted the absence of facile rendering of trees and shrubs, due to the requirements of the pro- 
gram. ‘This gave a better opportunity to judge the architecture without it being obscured by such extraneous 
matter. 


Out of the thirty “Holds” the Jury, gave eleven “First Mentions.” While these eleven drawings represented 
varied partis, each one had some excellence in plan and one or two had good character in elevation, but none 
stood out enough to be awarded a “First Mention Placed.” The Jury, however, saw in the majority of 
drawings a distinct effort on the part of the student in the serious study of the problem and believes that this 
particular projet has contributed to the knowledge of the student.

“A MOTOR BOAT GARAGE” 


The extensive ocean boundaries of the United States 
together with its inland waterways provide an ideal 
opportunity for the enjoyment of water sports. In con- 
sequence standard power boats, from the small out- 
board motor type to cruisers 55 feet in length have 
been developed to meet the popular demand. 

Many American cities are providing landing facili- 
ties along their water front for such boats, and adja- 
cent to a park, a commercial company plans to build a 
motor boat garage intended to provide full maintenance 
service of pleasure crafts analogous to the services now 
provided for automobiles. “The company has purchased 
a plot with a water frontage of 550 feet and a depth of 
250 feet from the water front to a public highway on 
the north end of the plot. On the east the property is 
bounded by the city ferry slips and on the west side by 
the city park. 

Piers, bulkheads, etc. to enclose a protected basin 
may extend out 450 feet from the shore line. 
Requirements 

Dockage, protected from the wash of passing ves- 
sels, for 100 boats not over 55 feet by 12 feet, with 
convenient access to each boat. 

Along the highway a building not to exceed 400 
feet which shall contain: 

(a) Stores for rental, 

(b) General office with two private offices for 
the company, 

(c) A general reception room and showroom, 
approximately 3,000 sq. ft. with toilet rooms 
for men and women. 

(d) A small restaurant. 

An ample and attractive entrance should be pro- 
vided through the above building and within the 
grounds there should be: 

(e) Ample parking space for automobiles, 

(f) A repair shop for boats, approximately 3,000 
sq. ft. 

(g) Location for a crane to lift boats from the 
water, 

(h) Gas, oil and water station for boats.

““A FRONTIER AIR STATION” 


A frontier airport has sprung into prominence be- 
cause of its favorable position and convenience to sev- 
eral large transport companies operating to and from 
foreign countries. Due to the increase of mail and 
passenger traffic, a syndicate proposes to erect a build- 
ing in keeping with the advance of aviation. 

"The site is on the north side of a flying field within 
a marginal strip 100 feet wide, which has been set 
aside for hangars and other airport necessities. A main 
highway parallels this strip. The terrain is very flat in 
all directions. 

The building is to contain on the ground floor: 

(a) Entrance from the highway and vestibule. 


(b) Waiting room of 2,000 square feet overlook- 
ing the field, 


(c) Customs and Health Inspector’s office con- 
trolling baggage and passengers. 

(d) Six private offices approximately 12 by 16 
feet, for executives of the transport com- 
panies. 

Other required services on the ground floor are: 
Ticket office, baggage checking room, newsstand, tele- 
phones and telegraph, men’s and women’s toilets, small 
lunch room for about 30 people, a post office (which is 
also a sorting room between mail truck and plane), 
and stairs to floor above. 

The main element above the ground floor is the 
control room for the Chief Dispatcher, affording per- 
fect observation in all directions. A radio room and 
several small offices are also necessary. The greatest 
height of the building shall not exceed 35 feet and the 
greatest horizontal dimension of the building shall not 
exceed 150 feet. 

Provision must be made to handle arriving and de- 
parting plane passengers simultaneously and spectators 
shall be separated from the passengers to eliminate 
congestion. 

It is called to the competitor’s attention that trees 
or high obstructions are a hazard to flying.

“AN ELEVATED EXPRESS HIGHWAY” 


In order to provide express motor traffic in a con- 
gested urban district it is essential that the main artery 
of travel suffer a minimum of interruption by cross 
trafic. With this end in view it is proposed to build 
in one of the larger American cities a two-level street. 
The lower level of the street is to be used for commer- 
cial purposes, while the upper level is to be used for 
high-speed passenger travel spanning the cross traffic 
at each street intersection. Access from one level to the 
other will be provided at ten block intervals by means 
of ramps. 

The subject of the present study is the design of 
the elevated structure including its ramps at an impor- 
tant cross street. It may be designed in either rein- 
forced concrete or steel or a combination of both and 
should show not only a practical solution of the prob- 
lem, but a structure embodying the best features of 
design in the material selected. 


ARTS ENS FP UTE-of DESIGN 


The elevated highway shall provide three lanes of 
traffic in each direction and be of sufficient elevation to 
permit a minimum headroom below of 14 feet for the 
entire width of the roadway. ‘The concourse to be 
developed into a two-level highway has a maximum 
width of 120 feet including sidewalks 15 feet wide on 
each side. The width of the cross street specified in this 
program is 100 feet including sidewalks 15 feet wide 
on each side and the length of the blocks on either side 
are 200 feet. “he minor cross streets are 60 feet wide.

CLASS “A & B” V INTERIOR DESIGN 
““AN INTERIOR DECORATOR’S SHOP” 


An interior decorator who has been in business some 
years, finds it necessary to move his quarters and de- 
cides to design his own shop. He has selected a space 
on the ground floor of a building on an interior plot 
of an important street. The street frontage is 35 feet, 
the depth 100 feet and the ceiling is 19 feet in the clear. 
The space may be lighted by windows at the front and 
back. The service entrance is through the basement 
and the whole front may be used for display and shop 
entrance. 

To accommodate the various departments it is neces- 
sary to build a mezzanine covering approximately the 
rear third of the shop, connected to the main floor by a 
stair for both the public as well as the employees. The 
portion of the main floor under the mezzanine shall be 
divided into three display rooms, and the partition 
dividing them from the main room shall be of glass, 
either with iron or wood framing. The mezzanine will 
be divided into three sections, one for the secretary and 
bookkeeper, one for showing upholstery and curtain 
materials, and one for the drafting room.
